Representative McGill Groiip 
To Travel in Jugoslavia 



Arrangements have been com- 
pleted, for. a visit to Jugoslavia by 
IS McGill students this summer. It 
was announced yesterday. 

Leon Oavicho. . orisanizer of the 
trip, stated that students would be 
drawn from various campus organ- 
izations and dubs, thus ensuring a 
representative group. He cited such 
campus organizations as' the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council, the Mc- 
Gill Daily, the four political clubs, 
and the Political Science Club. 
Goodwill Tour. 

Designed as a good-will tour, vis- 
iting students will travel all over 
Jugoslavia, Davlcho stated, and ho- 
tel accommodation, as well as food, 
win be provided by the Jugoslav 
government, thanks to the request 
of the Jugoslav National Youth Or- 
ganization. 

•Those going should have the 
Intention of attending the World 
Federation of ; Democratic Youth 
Festival in Prague; Czechoslova- 
kia," said Davlcho. "While in 
Prague, however, students will be 
required to pay for their own ùp- 
keep, which will not . amount , to 
more than $20 a week," he con- 
cluded. The youth festival is being 
held the last two weeks of July. 



CAN WORK ACROSS 
There are two possibilities for 
the trip across, Davlcho pointed 
out. Transportation may be ar- 
ranged on a Jugoslav boat, which 
would travel from Montreal to 
Spalato. In this case the cost- will 
amount to about $20, but Is depend- 
ent on the availability of shipping 
and accommodation. ' -The alterna- 
tive Is to have students work their 
way across, or somehow pay their 
own transportation costs. 

Names , of the club representa- 
tives interested In this trip should 
be left with George in the Tuck 
Shop by Friday at the latest, in or- 
der that visas may be obtained, and 
other formalities completed. 

This announcement follows a let- 
ter to the editor which appeared in 
The Dally some -time ago, in which 
the plan for the trip was outlined. 
Fifty replies were received, and', it 
was decided that in all fairness ;to 
the student bpdy the choice cotild 
not be made on •an,, individual 
basis. A representative ^stiident 
group was desirable, and1^1t?C:w«s 
felt this could best be accomplished

In the meeting entitled Symposium 
of Peace, held last night in the 
Grill Room. 

Mr. Roberts, the first speaker, be- 
gan by discussing peace in general. 
^. He declared that forces which ran 
the worM thirty are again 

f^î5"lô'lêiAfn Tlwi^^ 
selves. "Organized religion has 
failed to raise Its voice for people 
of the world," he said. He then be- 
gan praising the work of labour. 
"Ninety-five per cent of organized 
labour^ are trying to make their 
family proud of the place they live 
in." 

The second speaker of the eve- 
ning was Reverend A. E. Cameron. 
He stated that the . Church believed 
in International teachings and that 
labour's international understand- 
ing is helping in peace. "As long 
as labour's teachings break down 
racial discrimination, it is fulfilling 
one of the Church's great wishes." 
He declared that there were how- 
ever, a great many Undemocratic 
qualities in unions, that more de- 
mocracy will be welcomed as a 
constitution of peace. 

Prof. Hall of the Sociology De- 
partment was, the third speaker. 
He' declared that Labor unions in 
Canada are sectional rather than 
united and nationalistic rather than 
intematlonaL ■ He stated that la- 
bor's age to. inunigratlon is high-

This Sunday evening at 7 p.m. 
is the deadline for glossy prints of 
the candidates to be handed Into 
The Daily office. Platforms are to 
be submitted also at this time. In a 
departure from past procedure it 
was decided that short pen profiles 
written by a supporter of the can- 
didate could best replace the for- 
merly tedious catalogue ot qualifi- 
cations and activities. In this way, 
a candidate will be able to present 
a platform without references to 
his former achievements. Both the 
pen profiles, and the actual plat- 
forms must be typewritten, and 
double-spaced. 

ELECTION MEETINGS ■ 
Prior to the elections on March S, 
there will be three general meet- 
ings, of the Students. Society for the 
purpose of hearing platforms from 
the candidates. The first of these 
will be held in the McGilT Ball- 
room, Monday, at 5 pjET^lYDaw- 
son College on Wednesday,' Febru- 
ary 26, at 7 p.m.: and again at 
McGill the following Monday, 
March 3, at five o'clock in the 
Union.

BUP Reports 
Campus Fight 
On Reds Near 

British United Press, one of 
Canada's two national press associ- 
ations, which Sunday carried a re- 
port in which the evils of com- 
munism on McGiU's revered cam- 
pus were recounted, last night fol- 
lowed up with a report charging a' 
forthcoming campus fight on the 
issue of communist Influence with- 
in the student body. The press as- 
sociation is retecred to today's spe- 
cial issue of the "McGill Dally 
Worker," in which the subject is 
dealt with at length. The BUP 
report follows: 

"A campus fight on (he issue of 
communist influence within the 
student body, and especially stu- 
dent represenlalion at McGill 
University will break into the 
open within a few days, it is 
learned here (Montreal) tonight 
"For some time past, accusa- 
tions have been made, especially 
among' war veteran students, that 
a disproportionate .communist in-., 
fluence exists both on student 
bodies as well as on the campus 
newspaper. Now, the Labor-Fro- 
gresstve Club has gone, over to 
the offensive In atUeking all at- 
tacks ' on communism and ad- 
vocating action against them. 

"A recent speech held before 
one of the campus organizations, 
the Newman Club, and communist 
Inflltrailon at Canadian nnlversl 
conslder- 
step of 

cltlnjr the organizations In ques- 
tion before the student council to 
explain (he guest speakers' atti- 
tude. 

"Antl-communlst students, it is 
understood, claim that freedom of 
speech beinr a basic principle, 
no organisation could assume or 
would want to assume" respon- 
sibility for the utterances of in- 
vited speakers. 

"Action of the student body 
will, it is beilei-ed, lead to strong 
reaction from the anti-communist 
element,' further, enlivening the 
'fortbeomlnff student'' eleetlon."

o'clock lectures will be able to have 
refreshments and hear part of this 
vital contest. The meeting will also 
receive a short report from the ex- 
ecutive and will be asked to adopt 
a constitution.

Deny That 
Reds Run 
Campus

Tiring of the continued al- 
legations to the alleged Red 
tinge to the McGill campus 
which were brought to a head 
by the British United Press dis- 
patch Sunday night, the Stu- 
dents Executive Council last 
night drew up a statement "em- 
phatically denying" any such 
situation on tlie campus. '', 

,It was believed by the meeting 
that such a statement ot opinion 
and' policy Is long overdue and 
it is hoped that the result wlU 
serve In some way to clear the 
cloud of alleged Communist infil- 
tration at McGiU. 

The complete text ot the .state-^ 
ment Is as follows: "The Students' 
Executive Council of McGill Uni- 
versity emphatically declares thai 
there are less than 1 per cent, of 
McGill students professing mem- 
bership in the Labor Progressiva 
Party Club. They further declare 
that there are no Commiinists in 
the major campus positions 'which 
include President ot the Students 
Society, President of the McGill 
Union, President of the Women'f 
Union, all members of the Student^ 
Executive Council, all Faculty Un. 
dergraduate Executives, officers of 
the Students Athletics Council, the 
executive of the McGill Veterans 
Society and the Managing Board 
of thé McGill Dally. 

The Council also deplores the re. 
iterated and unsubstantiateii 
charges that LPP activity on the 
campus is disproportionate, and 
further state that while there are 
probably fewer Communists in-pro« 
portion at McGill than on a na* 
tlonal scale, the Students Execu- 
tive Council support their right to 
air their views, to hold campus 
positions and to take full part In 
campus activities along with any 
other student; this in keeping with 
McGill tradition.

There have been few enough iieues' on which 
the Daily staff has agreed wholeheartedly, as 
any former Dailyile can point out. But to- 
day's issue, or more pointedly, page 3 and 4 
of today's issue, is the exception to the rule. The 
reason for the burlesque, in which almost every 
Daily masthead member took part, is a reply 
to the. allegation from a British United Prcis 
dispatch as carried over radio^jMwa^brpad- 
casts that tlicre is disproportionat^Cbmmunist 
influence existing on the campus newspaper. 
The staff feels that any direct denial would 
serve no purpose, for a denial cannot express 
the temper of opinion too strongly; therefore, 
the Daily Worker has been produced. 

Fortunately, we have taken the Communist 
reference with tongue in cheek, for we feel that 
we hâve never become political, nor do we ever 
expect to follow any particular cause. The Daily, 
as we see it and hope that others see it, is an 
amateur undertaking with the express purpose 
of bringing campus news to the student body 
of McGill in the fairest and bést way possiblé. 
Any particular opinions bave been confined to 
the editorial column which hàa takén an opén- 
tamded , view, hopiati to point out pàrliculâr 
mérita and démérita of issues and attempting 
in some wày to lead along the path best for the 
majority. 

Now, as in instances in the past, such as the 
allegation of Mr. Solon Low, M.P.,-,ivei;héar 
that McGill is being converted into a Connmunist 
stronghold by a «ealous group of individuals. 
Frankly, we are getting tired of hearing our 
student body painted Red when it is cnsy to 
sec that the L.P.P. has a very small following 
on the campus. It will be futile to deny that 
t^iere are Communists at McGill. Similarly, it 
is futile to deny that there are Communists on 
every Canadian and American campus. But to 
eay that they are running McGill and that they 
arc exerting some sinister influence on Canadian 
youth is false. The B.U.P. report indicated 
that student bodies are unduly directed by 
Communists. Anyone who has watched or has 
will sec the fallacy of that argument. Certainly, 
the Students Executive Council is not Com- 
munist and their hold on campus clubs is still 
very strong. Why thén do they not overcome 
thé supposed influence? First, because it is 
not there, and secondly because we still consider 
this country a democracy where each bélieves 
in his own way how our society can and shogld 
be governed. We need not fear the Communist 
doctrine taking hold as long as we believe 
that our students are still awake and able to 
décide for themselves between right and wrong. 
The Montreal Star last "night reported a "con- 
Btriictivc suggestion" that undérgraduates be/a 
little more discreet in their choice of guest 
apeaker, "some of whom have come into dis- 
réiputc in the national field." Wo suggest that 
The Star stop worrying about the undeveloped 
rtinds of our youth and /'perhaps even take a 
leison from the democracy they reâîly prac- 
tice. AVe have heard often enough from that 
and other such free-thinking sources that 
Canada is a democracy. Democracy to us means 
frèedom of speech and thought—and we havé 
been taking advantage of just that. Mean- 
while, the campus has somehow survived the 
Communist virus and we are pretty sure that 
It will continue to. do so, indiscreèt speakers 
or no. ^

The New Year has seen ua imtrgt as Canadian 
Citizen^— Bravol Biit— with us there' .la always a 
"but", we keep the dlsfulie and the etiqucttÂ ' e( 
beinf British subjects. The opportunity to break 
the old colonial bond was too good tà take: we do 
not like sudden changes, and we do not want' to 
trouble in any way the good mother who jtranted 
us, after a little revolt of no importance, the bene- 
iitt o( a Parliamentary, government and all the lib- 
erties compaUble with her interest. 

We cannot; without showing the blackets ingrati- 
tude, turn aside these gifts from their natural end 
and make them serve our own advantage. God pre- 
serve Us from the scandal of India^ biting the liber- 
ating hand, and from the reprobation which her per- 
fidy stirs up In the civilized world. We have not the 
habit of abusing favours; and 'In that is found a re- 
assuring sign for reeling Empires. 

Have we hesitated before our duty, when It was 
a matter of carrying civiiizaUon as far as the Trans- 
vaal, or defending it against the godless Boche. Did 
we protest when England got her food supplies in 
Argentina, when our surpluses .were> choking j,' our 
economy? Did we stop at vile egoistic considerations 
when we had to sustain the imperial treasury to the 
tune of over a billion. 

niere are no better subjects than those in our 
country. And we, pride ourselves on never having 
given serious reason for alarm or dissatisfaction. 

We must not cease being subject to Uie obliga- 
tions consecrated by the blood of our fathers and 
brothers. It would hardly be right to profit from 
the present troubles of the statecraft of London, first 
let us work to strengthen it, there wll always be 
time to settle our problems "en famille." 

Let us be careful not to forget what wè owe to 
England. Under a legitimate authority, we remem- 
ber the sacrifices which this great educator of peo- 
ples imposed upon herself for our progress. It is 
she who has taught us democratic methods, it is she 
again who left us political parties, at once our 
sU-ength and our pride. 

The Canadian is known for his loyalty and his 
gratitude. The French Canadian is always- worthy 
of his noble motto, he remembers. (Quebec motto— 
Je me souviens.) And we place side by side, in our 
hearts as in our laws, God Save the King and O 
Canada, the Union Jack and the Maple Leaf. 

The title of citizen has a republican connotation 
which would scare away our traditional royalism, 
if the confirmation of our being subjects was not 
added thereto. The King is Deadi Long Live the 
King! 

Ceremonies and speeches have surrounded the 
birth of the Canadian Citizen. Nobody has better 
underlined Its imporUnee In the internaUonal field 
than the British Ambassador to the United States 
Lord Inverchapel. On the It January, when our 
ciUzenship week ended, he pronounced at Philadel- 
phia this sound and realistic advice. 

"There ia a tendency ; . . to look at the United 
Kingdom with its pd^ulaUon of nearly SO million, 
crowded into a amaU island .tto larger : than one of 
•your States, and to say that "there Is" lUtle hope for 
it. PeopU who indulge In such morbid speculations 
miss Uie point. We are not one nation— we are alx 
—and if India and now Burma choose to remain In 
the family, we shall bè eight We are Scattered and 
dispersed all ever ihit planet in a manner that will, 
if Uie worst come to the worst, give ns a far belter 
ehanee to survive than il we were côntalned in one 
"land mass" or whatever inelegant expression these 
theorleiTmay use". 

One could hardly define with more eloquence and 
exactness the nature of our double citizenship and 
the new ties it creates with the heart of Uie British 
Commonwealth of Nations.

marked a revolt yesterday of some 
500 students against the dictator- 
ship of the capitalistic leaders at 
Dawson College. Brandithing beer 
bottles and hard-covered text- 
books, the students raided and 
razed to the ground the ^Faculty 
Club and the quarters of the vice- 
principal, taking prisoner several 
mëmbers of the faculty. 

The half-dozen coeds- at the col- 
lege were loudly praised by the 
leaders of the revolt foV their 
courage in capturing . the regis- 
trar's office armed only with knit- 
ting needles and nail files. A wire 
was received from Moscow late last 
night especially commending Com- 
rade Jean Hunter for service be- 
yond the call of duty.

"I Know Where I'm Going," the 
film ,at the Snowdoh, is a disap- 
pointing example of bourgeois 
film art Starting with a title sug- 
gesting a full realization of the 
social significance of the historical 
realities of .oiur times, the film 
completely falls to measure up to 
the expectations to be expected of 
it. The plot is of the same emo 
tionalism that has characterized 
films produced outside the film 
centres of Russia, the Ukraine, 
Tanna Touva, Armenia, Byelo- 
Russla, Georgia (not of Talmadge 
fame), and Siberia.' 

The plot, briefly, is concerned 
with a girl who is In love with 
her wealthy employer; Sir Robert 
Bellngcr. On a trip to an island 
In the Hebrides, where she is to 
marry Sir Robert she meets a 
young Scottish nobleman. She falls 
in love with the Scot, and for no 
better reasbn, marries him. 

This, as Is obvious to all trained 
in the subtleties of 'Marxian dia- 
lectics, the problems of Leninism, 
and the ' revolutionary doctrines of 
Tovarltsch Hayek, is an unfortun- 
ate choice so far as compliance 
with the new morality is concern- 
ed. 

The solution to her problem is 
difficult for an uninitiated mem- 
ber of her sex.

Such festivals have not as yet been extensively attempted among 
thé Eastern universities biit In the West festivals have attained much 
success and arc annual events. Publicized and noted by all university 
papers last year, was the niauguration of western inter-university 'festi* 
vais brought about through tl>e initiative of the University of 'Alberta. 
Participants in ! these non-compétitive affairs are the U*! of British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

A Light in the East .. . 

After the lapse of intercollegiate drama festivals, during the war 
yean^an^. attempt was made list spring by McMaster University to 
revive them. A conference was held to lay the groundwork for their 
reappearance, but plans to commence the festivals this autumn collapBed 
when one of the member universities withdraw. Another attempt will 
be made this spring in conjunction • with N.F.C.U.S. and with, it may 
be hoped, more success. Certainly the success achieved by the Western 
Unlversitlei has proven the popular reception given to festival displays, 
and .perhaps laid the foundation for their introduction on a national 
rather than a regional scale. Sports and debating have become gadaboiit 
activltles| In exchange between our universities. It has yet to be seen 
If dramatics can get its chance to "hit the road." Student dramatic 
efforts , can have 'no better stimului than the challenge of larger
